REMARKS 

The present amendment is in response to the Final Office Action dated 
September 6, 2006 and in light of a telephone interview with Examiners Natalie Pass 
and Joseph Thomas conducted February 2, 2007. Claim 28 is the only claim pending in 
this case. 

Applicant wishes to thank the examiners for their assistance with respect 
to the rejection of Claim 28 as lacking concreteness. Claim 28 has been amended to 
overcome this rejection by clarifying the type of statistical analysis performed. As 
recommended by the examiners during the telephone interview, the types of statistical 
analysis have been presented in a Markush claim format. 

Examples of each type of statistical analysis may be found in the 
specification at the following locations:
